A recent snow , follow ed by sev­ 
eral days o f rain, left th e streets w here there 
were no g ranite pavem ents in a th o ro ug h ly 
m uddy condition.

B ut th e bad co nditio n o f th e streets 
and reads could no t prevent th e people of 
the city and o f th e co untry for m iles aro und

THE FUNERAL TRAIN 
arrived at 8:30. 
As it crossed th e bridg e a 
salute from a near-by battery announced 
its approach.

the police cleared th e tracks o f people. T he 
train entered the station on th e track near­ 
est P o p lar street, and stopped w itli the 
funeral car opposite th e carriag e entrance 
on P o p la r street. 
O n th e platform was 
Gov. Francis, w ith h is staff and th e m em ­ 
bers of th e g eneral reception com m ittee, 
headed by Messrs. Jam es C. Y eam eu and 
H enry H itchcock. 
A s soon as th e train stopped Gov. F rancis

THE BODY BEARERS 
were eig ht serg eants, four o f th em —Ser­ 
va nts Connelly, Lang e, H ennessey and 
Z ieg ber—were from th e Seventh cavalry. 
The

four serg eants—H unnem an, 
Lavay. F rench and D onoug h—were from 
Battery E, F irst artillery. 
In front o f the 
caisson on P o p lar street was th e T w elfth 
infantry, from F o rt L eavenw orth, under 
com m and of Col. Tow nsend, draw n up in 
line facing the dejiot. 
On th e opposite side 
of the street were th e m em bers o f R ansom 
post, w ho were to act as g uard of honor. 
The horse th at was to be .led beh ind the 
caisson, eq uipped w ith th e dead g eneral s 
saddle, bridle, boots and spurs, stood nex t 
the caisson.

St. Loris, Feb. 21.—To-dav bade an iiw- 
1 .restive farewell to the soldier whose m ili­ 
tary genius was excelled by none and 
equalled by few. 
No higher tribute of reverence, love and 
regret could be paid any hero in any 
dim e. 
Tile hearts of the people were saddened, 
and with one accord ail m anner of men 
a1 andoned their earthly pursuits and assem­ 
bled along the line of the funeral proces- 
doti to do homage to the honored dead. 
The day was all that could be desired, so 
ar as sunshine and a cool, clear air were 
concerned. 
Discomfort prevailed only un­ 
der loot. 
A recent snow, followed by sev­ 
eral days of rain, left the streets where there 
w ere no granite pavements in a thoroughly 
muddy condition. And to this rain storm 
is due largely the meager m ourning decora­ 
tions. 
Rut the bad condition o f the streets 
and reads could not prevent the people of 
the city and of U pcountry for miles around 
from doing honor to the rem ains of the 
great comm ander.

THE FUNERAL TRAIN 
arrived at 8:30.

The 
train entered the station on the track near­ 
est Poplar street, and stopped with the 
funeral car opposite the carriage entrance

Indian war. 
They belonged to the Seventh 
cavalry, known as the ‘’Fighting Seventh.” 
Their names are. Privates Mallory, Ryan 
and Krauts. 


THE BODY LEAKERS 
were eight sergeants, four o f them —Ser­ 
geants Connelly, Lange, Hennessey and 
Zi eg lier—were from the Seventh cavalry.

four sergeants—Hunnem an, I 
Lavay. French and Douough—were from 
Battery E, First artillery. 
In front of the [ 
caisson on Poplar street was the Twelfth 
infantry, from Fort Leavenworth, under 
comm and of Col. Townsend, drawn up in 
line facing the depot. On the opposite side 
of the street were the members of Ransom 
j>ost, who were to act as guard of honor. 
The horse that was to bs lei! behind the 
caisson, equipped with the dead general s 
saddle, bridle, boots and spurs, stood next 
the caisson. 
He was a black horse belong­ 
ing to Troop Ii, Seventh cavalry, of Fort 
Riley, Kau., and was brought from there 
esj>ecially for this purpose. 
At U):15 an open barouche drove Into the j 
carriageway. All the floral pieces brought j 
from New York and those received during 
the trip were put in this coach to be con­ 
veyed to the cemetery. 
Gen. M erritt and staff arrived at tho de­ 
pot at 10:30. 
At this hour the adjacent 
streets and the Twelith street bridge were 
fairly black with people. 
The police had

tile carriage way to the waiting caisson, 
the Twelfth infantry presented arms, flags 
were dipped and the regimental

played Playlet well known hym n. 
MANY HEARTS WERE TOUCHED 
by the sight and veterans and comrades of 
Hie dead general could be seen crying on 
all sides. Generals Howard and Slocum 
were so overcome they could not speak for 
several minutes. 
The casket was placed lengthwise on the 
caisson aud strapped in place. 
On it were 
placet! the hat and sword o f him who lay 
inside. The delivery of the rem ains to the 
St. Louis body guard relieved the six ser­ 
geants who had accompanied it from New 
York of all further care. 
W hen tile fastening of the casket was 
finished Col. Townsend save the order to 
march, and the Twelfth infantry wheeled 
into line and marched up Eleventh street, 
to the corner of Clark street. 
Here they 
halted. 
Th® open carriage with the floral 
offerings lollowed close behind. Then the 
order was given by Lieut. Wilson, and the 
caisson with its sacred burden moved slow­ 
ly up Eleventh street to a place next the 
carriage containing the flowers.

THE LAST MARCH. 
W hen those carriages had taken their 
nrojier places in the line Get;. M erritt with 
his staff galloped to the head of the proces­ 
sion w hich was at the corner of Clark and 
Eleventh streets. 
At just IO m inutes atter 
ll o'clock, all division com m anders having 
reported everything ready, Gen. Merritt 
gave the order'to n arch. 
The funeral column was made up of six 
divisions, composed of the regular military 
e-cort provided 
by 
arm y 
regulations; 
Grand Army jxists, lxival Legion, Bons o: 
Veterans, c.vic societies, state m ilitia of 
Missouri aud Ohio, legislatures of Missouri. 
Illinois and Kansas; governors o f ;tate* and 
staffs: u no ream zed bodies and citizens Hi 
carriages aud on toot. The route or the 
funeral procession troui the depot to Cal­ 
vary cemetery, a distance of nearly eight 
iii ii en, was through some of the principal 
streets and avenue* of St. Ieoui*. 
Atter 
starting it o n the junction ot Eleventh 
street aud Clark avenue, the cortege moved 
up Eleventh to M arket street, though Mar­ 
ket to Twelfth street and through Twelfth 


to Pine street. The route was through the 
business portion of the city. The stores 
were closed, but the windows of nearly all 
the big blocks were rilled with ajieciators, 
and the sidewalks were tilled with a surg­ 
ing mass of hum anity. 
MANY AFFECTING SCENES 
were witnessed as the division w ith the 
caisson moved along the line of march. At 
one poi tit on Grand avenue, un old colored 
man with a Grand Army badge on his 
breast, went down on his knees by the side 
of the road as the casson approached, and 
with tears stream ing down his furrowed 
cheeks, raised his hands over his head iu 
the attitude of prayer. 
H undreds ol people showered bundies of 
roses, violets and other flowers upon the 
gun carriage as it passed. At the corner of 
W ashington and Grand avenues a num ber 
of Grand A rm y veterans reverentially un­ 
covered their head- and said “goodbye” as 
the casket passed out o f sight. 
Many of theold Thirteenth survivors who 
surrounded the cassina were in tears from 
the beginning ol the journey until the gates 
of the cemetery were reached. 
Un Pine street it was estimated that there 
gathered over 100,000 jieoplc. 
This is one 
of the principal streets o : St. Louis, and is 
lined on both sides with handsom e resi­ 
dences, many of these houses tieing deco­ 
rated w ith m ourning emblems and display­ 
ing flags ut half-staff from the windows. 
The broad asphalt pavem ent of the street 
was swept clean. 
M arching through Pine street over this 
pavement the magnificence of the m ilitary 
display was best seen. Truly it was just 
w hat the old hero wanted—a 
m ilitary 
iuncral. 
ARRIVING AT THE CEMETERY 
Father Thom as E. Sherm an retired to the 
shelter of an adjacent tom b w ithin the cir­ 
cle of blue-coated soldiers, who held the 
crowd in check. 
He hurriedly donned Ids 
priestly vestments, and, prayer book in 
hand, returned to the head of the grave, 
where the other members o f the family 
were gathered in a seini-cirdc. 
W hen the 
bearers 
placed 
the 
casket 
on 
the 
supports 
above the grave 
the bugles 
blew 
a 
solemn 
call, 
aud 
Hie 
band played the first few bars o f Pleyel’s 
hym n. As the sound died away Father 
Sherm an removed his hat, aud, opening 
his prayerbook, began the services of the 
Catholic church over the rem ains of his dis­ 
tinguished 
father. 
The 
relatives 
and 
friends of the fam ily gathered in a close 
group about the grave, and stood with 
heads uncovered and reverently bowed as 
Father Sherm an read in Latin and English 
the simple, impressive prayers for tho re­ 
pose of the soul o f the dead. 
W hen the services began the batta]lion of 
infantry stood at present arms, facing the 
little group about the grave. 
I ii t h e midst 
of the service* a hoarse, low voice gave the 
command, “Carry arm s,” “ order arm s,” in 
quick succession, and the sharp cli* k ot the 
musket barrel and the ring of the butt as i t 
struck the graveled road, gave a singularly 
Impressive accentuation to the words of tile 
young priest. 
In the midst ot the service the supports 
were removed from the casket, and it was 
lowered into the big, brass-bound oaken 
box placed just aboue the grave to receive 
it. 
Tile service was the 
FULL SERVICE OF THE CATHOLIC CHURCH 
for the burial of laym en. 
Father Sherman 
was assisted by two acolytes. Ile conc.u led 
with “ may Iii* soul depart in peace, amen. 
In the nam e of the Father aud of the Son 
and of the Holy Ghost. A m en.” 
As the last words were being uttered, the 
bearers removed from the cover of lite 
casket the beautiful flag va itll which it w as 
draped when it left New York and covered 
the box in w hich it relied. Six of the un­ 
dertaker’s assistants seized the straps, re­ 
moved the supports iroui the oaken ca*e 
and quickly lowered it into the of>eu grave. 
Then two o f them sprang to the top O' the 
pile of earth which stood at the side o f the 
grave, while the others attacked it Iron) the 
bottom, and, with long-handled spades, 
they quickly filled in the earth alx>ve th - 
coffiu. 
Father Sherman had retired to re­ 
move his vestments. 
Returning, lie placed 
his arm about his older sister, who was 
much overcome by her grief, and w hi»- 
I*ered words of comfort and encouragem ent 
lo her. 
The members of the family stood 
by the grave until it had been til led com­ 
pletely. 
Then ex-President Hayes and 
Gen. Schofield came over to Mr. Filch and 
young Mr. Sherm an and, at their sugges­ 
tion, the lamily retired to Hie carriages, 
which stood in waiting for them . 
“Clear 
that space beyond the grave,” cried Gen. 
Forsyth. The crowd cleared a space just 
beyond the grave and directly opposite the 
line o infantry, 
bjuick and snarp came 
the commands, aa quickly obeyed; 
“ I>>ad; 
fire by battalion; ready, aim. fire.” 
There 
was a rattle o' musketry asia, a* a cloud of 
smoke rolled over 
THE NEW MADE GRAVE, 
again the com m and came’ 
“ Load.” An­ 
other volley was tired, and another. Sharp 
on the echoes ot the last came the heavy 
explosion o. cannon at a distance. A triple 
cannon salute was brevi. The bugler m ount­ 
ed the little mound, and, standing at the 
foot o f the grave, blew a mournful, aoiemn 
call: “Taps." ‘‘Lights out.” 
As the final note died slowly oway the 
m ourners turned their laces lrom thegrave. 
The crowd began quickly to disperse. 
A 
guard of infantry—six m en—was detailed 
to wateh the grave, and then orders were 
given to the troops to take up the march to 
quarters.

Cruel and unusual punishmentta 
are, however, forbidden by the Consti­ 
tution of the United States, and the 
so-called spies ought to be informed 
that when they arain America not even 
the Czar can compel them to undergo!

I know many a business man who 
comes in and consumes three or four 
dishes and is out of the place again in 
less than fifteen minutes. At lunch- 
time they come in again and load up 
with an oyster puttie or beefstak pie 
or some other dish in which rich pas­ 
try is an important factor. This 
second rush of trade is ev en more in­ 
teresting than the first, because it 
shows how the habit of eating pastry 
grows.

T he F uture of H ogs. 
The following corresp ondence will be of 
interest to the hog growers of the North- 
we*t. The lir*t letter was written by R. C. 
Judson. to Gen’lM ark I> Flower, p resident 
of the St. Paul Union Stock Yards Com- 
p any : 
__ _ 
Geifl Mark L. Flower. 
Dear Fir:—You are aware of the great 
interest taken by my self in the hog and 
sheep rai*ing industry of Minnesota. 
\< ar- 
ago, I became convinced tliat diversified 
farming wa* necessary to the success of 
husbandry in this state. The exclusive 
wheat grower y ear by y ear became p oorer, 
until lie wa* forced to diversify . My great 
hoi*e for the farmer* of Minnesota ha* t*eeu 
in hog and sheep raising, and 1 have view ed 
with p leasure the growing cash market* 
here for all kind* of stock. However, I 
now hear more or less comp laint of the 
p rices secured thi* y ear for hog*, and b ar 
the low p rices w ill tend todecrea-e tlie hog 
p roduct of Minnesota next y ear. 
What exp lanation can y ou give for the 
nnu-ual low p rices at all of the leading 
market* of the country ? Is my cherished 
hop e in the utility of hog p roduction a* 
the one sure winner for the farmer likely 
to be blasted? 
The following is Gen’l. Flower's rep ly : 
“The tendency of the hog market ha* 
been generally down ward during the j*a-t 
four month*, and the former* of Minnesota, 
like those of other states*, have bean cone 
!*Ued to either refuse to sell or to accep t 
uu remunerative 
p rices. 
In November 
the hog market at Chicago, Kansas Uity 
und other leading market* were lower than 
ut any time during the p receding twelve 
y ear*. Considering the excep tionally high 
p riee of com and other grain this would 
seem to he a strange circumstance, but it 
wa* due alone to the high p rice of grain 
tliat hog* became a drug in the markets! 
The farmers who had little or no grain 
could not afford to buy it for feeding p ur­ 
p oses, and tho*e who had grain p referred to 
rush their immature hog* and shoat* 
ujkjii 
an overstacked and demoralized market at 
any p rice it would give, and convert their 
surp lus grain into cash. 
“On the p art of the farmer* with one ac­ 
cord. there existed a mania to sell hog* at 
any p rice, to save feeding, and this inteiujwr- 
ate desire to sell extended to brood sows 
and stock p igs, thus making it next to 
imp ossible to seasonably sup p ly the mar­ 
ket- next y ear. 
Wiiat w ill be the sequence to this “ tale 
of woe”? Next y ear, with the same intem- 
|ierate zeal and unanimity that has charac­ 
terized their action, this-ea-on a* to hog*, 
will imp el them to rai*e grain and aban­ 
don hog p roduction. 
The logical conclu­ 
sion is tliat grain will then be the drug in 
tlie market, and the lew farmers who are 
wi-e enough not to abandon hog-raising 
will surely be recomp ensed for their fore 
sight and judgment.”

“Tile risks which New York men 
take with their digestion,” said the 
proprietor of a group of well-known 
down-town restaurants to a New York 
Sun man, “is a constant source of 
surprise to rn?. Heavy pie and pulpy 
pudding are bolted at the very time 
when careful eating should be rigorous­ 
ly attended to. I sit and look on at 
times in my different restaurants with 
absolute amazement at the judgment, 
or rather lack of judgment, which men 
exhibit at the table. We have two 
throngs of customers. The first rush 
conies about 9:SO in the morning. It 
is composed of brokers, business men, 
clerks, and office employes, who have 
gr own into the habit of rising late and 
rushing down to the office without 
breakfast so as to start the work of 
the day on time, They could easily 
get their breakfast at their boarding­ 
house or at home if they rise a half-hour 
earlier, but most of them are up late 
at night and the temptation of a long­ 
er nap in the morning is too alluring 
to resist, So they hurry down-town, 
open the mail, start things a-going, 
and then rush into the nearest res­ 
taurant for breakfast. It does not 
hurt any man to take a little exercise 
before he eats in the morning, and un­ 
doubtedly a delay in the first meal of 
the day would not do them any par­ 
ticular harm if they would be careful 
about the character of their food. 
But after working two hours on an 
empty stomach they come in in violent 
hast, order a cocktail, and then eat 
pastry and sweets enough to ruin the 
digestion of an ostrich.

T he F u tu re of Hogs. 
The following correspondence will he of 
interest to the nog growers of the North­ 
west. The lir*t letter was written by R. C. 
Judson, to Gen’l Mark D. Flower, president 
of the St. Baul Union Stock Yards Com­ 
pany: 
____ 
Gen’l Mark L. Flower. 


D e a b S i r :— You are aware of the great 
interest taken bv myself in the hog and 
sheep raising industi^r of Minnesota. 
Year* 
ago, I became convinced that diversified 
farming wa* necessary to the success of 
husbandry in this stale. The exclusive 
wheat grower year by year became poorer, 
until he wa* forced to diversify. My great 
hope for the farmer* of Minnesota has been 
in hog and sheep raising, and I have viewed 
with pleasure the growing cash market- 
here for ail kinds of stock. However, I 
now hear more or less complaint of tile 
{trice* .secured this year for hog*, and fear 
the low price* w ill tend to decrease tlie hog 
product of Minnesota next year. 
What explanation can you give for the 
unusual low prices at all of the leading 
markets of the country? Is my cherished 
hope in the utility of hog production a* 
the one sure winner for the farmer likely 
lo lie blasted? 
The following is Gen’I. Flower’.* reply: 
“The tendency of the hog market ha* 
been generally downward during the past 
four month*, and the farmer* of Minnesota, 
like those of other states, have been eom- 
jielled to either refu*e to sell or to accept 
unremunerative 
prices. 
In November 
the hog market at Chicago, Kansas City 
and other leading markets were lower than 
at any time during the preceding twelve 
year*.’ Considering the exceptionally high 
price of corn and other grain this would 
seem to be a strange circumstance, but it 
was due alone to the high price of grain 
that hogs became a drug in the markets! 
The fanners who had little or no grain 
could not afford to buv it for feeding pur­ 
poses, and tho*e who had grain preferred to 
ru*h their immature hogs and shoat* upon 
an overstacked and demoralized market at 
any price it would give, and convert their 
surplus grain into ea*h. 
“On the part of the farmers with one ac­ 
cord, there existed a mania to sell hog* at 
any price, to save feeding, and this intemper­ 
ate desire to sell extended to brood sows 
and stock pigs, thus making it next to 
imposable to seasonably supply tlie mar- 
kets next year. 
; 
“ What will he the sequence to this “tale 
of woe”? Next year, with the same intern- j 
penile zeal and unanimity that ha* charac­ 
terized their action, this season a* to hogs, 
will impel them to rai*e grain and aban­ 
don hog production. 
The logical condo- ! 
aion is that grain will then be the drug in 
tlie market, ami the few farmers who are 
wise enough not to abandon hog-raising 
will surely be recompensed for their fore ! 
sight and judgment.”

E dito rs D ispatch :—Anent th e pro ­ 
po sitio n to tax th e railro ad lands in 
th is state, we beg to su bmit th at in 
o u r h u mble ju dgment, so far as 
so me o f th ese lands at least are 
co ncerned, it canno t be do ne. Th at 
th ese lands o u gh t to be tax ed, if 
it can be do ne, is co nceded. 
Bu t, 
if we u nderstand th e situ atio n righ t­ 
ly , th e state h as, by its o wn acts, 
placed it bev o nd its po wer to do so . 
By Ch apter 8, o f th e Special Laws o f 
1865, wh ich was “An act in relatio n to 
th e tax atio n o f lands granted to th e 
Lake Su peno r & Mississippi Railro ad 
Co .,” it is pro v ided in su bstance th at 
wh enev er any o f th e lands “h ereto fo re 
o r h ereafter granted” to said co mpany 
to aid in th e co nstru ctio n o f its ro ad, 
sh all be co ntracted to be so ld, co n­ 
v ey ed o r leased by said co mpany , th e 
same sh all be placed u po n th e tax 
lists fo r tax atio n as o th er real pro per­ 
ty , bu t in enfo rcing a co llectio n o f th e 
tax th ereo n th e title o r interest o f said 
co mpany , o r any tru stee o r mo rtgagee 
th ereo f, sh all be in no wise impaired 
o r effected by su ch tax atio n. Th e act

Th e po sitio n th en is 
simply th is: Th e state, by act o f its 
legislatu re, tenders th e railro ad co m­ 
pany a co ntract, wh ich th e co mpany 
du ly accepts, and th e co u rt h o ld th at 
su ch act is co nstitu tio nal and fo rms a 
co ntract between th e state and th e 
co mpany wh ich th e state canno t annu l.

Taxation of Railroad bands. 
Editors Dispatch.*—Anent the pro­ 
position to tax the railroad lands in 
this state, we beg to submit that in 
our humble judgment, so far as 
some of these lands at least are 
concerned, it cannot be done. That 
these lands ought to be taxed, if 
it can be done, is conceded. 
But, 
if we understand the situation right­ 
ly, the state has, by its own acts, 
placed it beyond its power to do so. 
By Chapter 8, of the Special Laws of 
1865, which was “An act in relation to 
the taxation of lands granted to the 
Lake Superior & Mississippi Railroad 
Co.,” it is provided in substance that 
whenever any of the lands “heretofore 
or hereafter granted” to said company 
to aid in the construction of its road, 
shall be contracted to be sold, con­ 
veyed or leased bv said company, the 
same shall be placed upon the tax 
lists for taxation as other real proper­ 
ty, but in enforcing a collection or the 
tax thereon the title or interest of said 
company, or any trustee or mortgagee 
thereof, shall be in no wise impaired 
or effected by such taxation. 
The act 
also provides that said company after 
a specified number of miles of its 
road is completed and in operation, 
on or before the first day of March in 
each year, shall pay into the treasury 
of the state a certain per centum of 
the gross earnings of said railroads, 
“and the payment of such per centum 
annually, as aforesaid, shall be and is 
in full of all taxation and assessments 
whatever.” 
The act also creates a 
lien upon all property of said com­ 
pany for all such taxes and assess­ 
ments 
By Chapter 65, of the Special 
Laws of 1870, being “An act in rela­ 
tion to the taxation and facilitating 
the construction of the Northern Pa­ 
cific Railroad,” it is provided that the 
la n d s , franchises, property, stock arid 
capital of the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company shall be liable to as­ 
sessment and taxation at the same 
rate and in the s a m e manner and not 
otherwise, and shall Im* exempt from 
assessment and taxation to the same , .. 
. 
extent and upon the same terms and , *ine 111 
Cl J*

Death Called Him. 
In this paper last week the an­ 
nouncement was made that J. E. Wil­ 
son was ill at his home of typhoid 
pneumonia, but at that time it was 
not expected that we should be called 
upon to chronicle his death in the 
next issne. 
He had been ill but a 
week, and died on Monday morning 
at 9 o’clock, surrounded by his sor­ 
rowing family. Mr. Wilson was of a 
genial and pleasant disposition and 
few men bad a wider acquaintance or 
was better liked in this community 
than “Joe” Wilson, as he was familiar­ 
ly known to every one. 
He had just 
passed the 44th mile post of his life, 
and up to the time he took his bed 
had not known illness; but death 
spares none, and he was called. 
The 
deceased was born in Lehigh comity, 
Pennsylvania, where he passed his 
boyhood days, afterwards removing to 
Chicago, where, in 1863, he enlisted 
in the Union army and served until 
its close. After the close of the war 
he visited the west but returned to 
his Chicago home where he was 
married in 1869, following office work 
in railroad circles at«ff anoas places 
and holding 
responsible positions 
until January, 1885, when he resigned 
the position of chief clerk ad the 
Northern Pacific shops in Brainerd to 
accept the position of county auditor 
of this county. 
From 1875 to 1885 he 
resided in Texas. 
After his term of 
office expired he held the responsible 
position of deputy treasurer and later 
on deputy auditor. He waa an expert 
accountant and the county never had 
a more efficient officer. 
He was a Ma­ 
son and had attained the 32nd degree, 
and also belonged to the order of 
Knights of Pythias. 
The funeral occurred on Wednes­ 
day afternoon from the Methodist 
church, Rev. Treglawny officiating, 
the Masonic Order. Knights of Py­ 
thias and Pap Thomas Post. G. A R., 
attending in a body. Mr. Wilson’s 
family, consisting of a wife and six 
children, have tho sincere sympathy 
in Stearns and I of thp ™tire community in their aor- 
row, the case being a peculiarly sad 
one as his eldest daughter lies in a 
very critical condition from the same 
disease which caused his death, and 
as yet the news of his death and burial 
has not been broken to her for fear of 
the result.

conditions as the lands, property and 
franchises of the Jjake Superior A j 
Mississippi Railroad Company, as is j 
provided in and by the act above re­ 
ferred to and quoted, and further! ro~ 
vides that the gross earnings on which 
the percentage is to be paid shall in­ 
clude only the gross earnings of that 
portion of the N. P. Railroad con­ 
structed and operated by said com­ 
pany within the state. 
jJow, if these 
several acts are constitutional and are 
not an exemption from taxation, they 
are nothing more or Jess than a con­ 
tract between the state and the e rail­ 
road companies which the state cannot 
annul, but is bound by for all time. 
The supreme court of this state has 
held that these acts granting lands 
and providing for the payment of a 
tax upon the gross earnings in hen of 
all other taxes upoo granted lands, 
are constitutional, and that it is notan 
exemption from taxation but the col­ 
lection of the tax in the form of a 
commutation. 
In Steams County vs. S t P. M. A 
M. Com[»any. 36 Mina. 467, it is held 
that such commutation is not in con­ 
flict with sections one and two of 
article nine of the constitution. 
See 
also State vs. Railroad Comj»any, 21 
Minn. 315, and City of S t Paul vs. 
Railroad Company, 23 Mion. 469. In 
the S t Paul case the court hold that 
the constitutional amendment adopted 
in 1871 confirms and recognizee such 
legislation and settles beyond question 
its constitutionality. These and many 
other cases hold that by the accept­ 
ance of the act by the railroad com­ 
pany a contract is created between the 
state and the company, “and its 
annulment by the act of the state alone 
is impossible under the Federal Con­ 
stitution.” And in the case of Railroad 
Company vs. Patcher, I i Minn. 224, 
the qneetion of contract—the power 
of the state to enter into it, its legality 
and its binding force—is fully dis­ 
cussed and sustained. 
That the act 
of 1870, intended to and does exempt 
the lands as well as other property of 
the railroad, in consideration of the 
payment of this gross earnings tax. is 
settled in the case of State va Rail­ 
road Company, 32 Minn. 294. It is 
also held that the constitutional 
amendment of 1871 confirms such 
legislation, which makes it, therefore, 
constitutional. 
The position then is 
simply this; The state, by act of its 
legislature, tenders the railroad com­ 
pany a contract, which the company 
duly accepts, and the court hold that 
such act is constitutional and forms a 
contract between the state and the 
company which the state cannot annul.

S w a rm s of Spies. 
It is estimated by an eminent statis­ 
tician that there are now employed in 
various parts of Europe and America 
at least 1,300,000 Russian spies. No 
one who reads recond-rate English 
novels can doubt that Europeswarms 
with Russian spies, and there are few 
Russians of either sex, residing one- 
side of Russia, who have not been 
suspected by their cooks or house­ 
maids of being spies. It now appears 
that Mr. George Kennan, who is lec­ 
turing in the United States, is con­ 
stantly followed by a detachment of 
Russian spies, whose presence pre­ 
vents him from making the blood­ 
curdling revelations that he would 
otherwise make. Everybody knows 
that the Russian Government lives in 
deadly terror of Mr. Kennan, and the 
presence of Russian spies at his lectures 
is generally thought to be an addition­ 
al proof of the fact.

escaped the fire were badly damaged by 
water and smoke. 
No m aterial damage 
was done to the building. The loss was 
pretty well covered by insurance.

An Indian named Bear Shied was tried 
before an. Indian court at the Lower Brule 
agency, for attempting to win the affections 
of the wife of a Mexican Tom, another In­ 
dian, while the lafler was serving a term in 
the Sioux Falls Penitentiary. 
The court 
sentenced the prisoner to ninety days in the 
agency jail. 
Some time ago there was published an ac­ 
count of the murder of Anthony Dewster 
near Pine Ridge, S. D., and the scalping of 
three of his children, who could not be 
found. -Information has been received to 
the effect that one of the children, a boy, 
has been found hung up by the heels to the 
lim b of a tree. Nothing has been heard 
from the other children. 
The legislature met in joint session for 
memorial services over the death of Gen. { 
Sherman. Many tributes of praise were 
paid by members of all parties in short 
speeches. 
Appropriate resolutions were 
adopted, and the state house was ordered 
draped in mourning for a period of thirty 
days and flags to be kept at half mast dur­ 
ing that time. 
United States Marshal Frey arrived at 
Aberdeen with C. II . Herrick, a single man 
of Vermont City, charged with placing a 
cancelled 2-cent postage stamp on a letter 
and mailing the same.

It Is th e G re a t A m e ric a n D e p o p u la - 
to r, S a y s T his A u th o rity , 
“The risks which New York men 
take with their digestion,” said the 
proprietor of a group of well-known 
down town restaurants to a New York 
Sun man, “is a constant source of 
surprise to m$. Heavy pie and pulpy 
pudding are bolted at the very time j 
when careful eating should be rigorous- j 
ly attended to. I sit and look on at 
times in my different restaurants with 
absolute amazement a t the judgment, ‘ 
or rather lack of judgment, which men 
exhibit at the table. We have two 
throngs of customers. The first rush 
comes about 9:30 in the morning. It 
is composed of brokers, business men, 
clerks, and office employes, who have 
grown into the habit of rising late and 
rushing down to the office without 
breakfast so as to start the work of 
the day on time, They could easily 
get their breakfast at their boarding­ 
house or at home if they rise a half-hour 
earlier, but most of them are up late 
at night and the tem ptation of a long­ 
er nap in the morning is too alluring 
to resist, So they hurry down-town, 
Open the mail, start things a-going, ! 
and then rush into the nearest res­ 
taurant for breakfast. It does not 
hurt any man to take a little exercise 
before he eats in the morning, and un­ 
doubtedly a delay in the first meal of 
the day would not do them any par­ 
ticular harm if they would he careful 
about the character of their food. 
But after working two hours on an 
empty stomach they come in in violent 
hast, order a cocktail, and then eat 
pastry and sweets enough to ruin the 
digestion of an ostrich. They usually 
start in with roast beef or someother 
dish th at is ready and wind up with 
mince pie or a boiled apple dumpling. 
I know many a business man who 
comes in and consumes three or four 
dishes and is out of the place again in 
less than fifteen minutes. At lunch- 
time they come in again and load up 
with an oyster pat tie or beefstak pie 
or some other dish in which rich pas­ 
try is an im portant factor. This 
second rush of trade is even more in­ 
teresting than the first, because it 
shows how the habit of eating pastry 
grows. It is no unusual thing to see a 
man of 40 years of age take wheat 
cakes, sausages, and mince pie for his 
luncheon. He 
bolts 
the sausage, 
covers his cakes with rich syrup, and 
his pie served hot and sprinkled an 
inch deep with powdered sugar. He is 
invariable an advanced dyspeptic in 
appearance, and for some unaccount­ 
able reason he seems to succeed in 
business. It does not do any good 
to sneer at the pie-eaters of New 
York, because half the railroad presi­ 
dents, telegraph superintendents, and 
influential men of affairs of this town 
eat things which cause a man of gas- 
j tronomical intelligence to shudder. 
Most of the absorbed and nervous 
financiers and business men die at 50, 
and everybody says it is due to over 
work. Alla mistake. Pie is the fell 
destroyer.”—New York Sun.

T h e F u tu re of H ogs. 
The following correspondence will be of 
interest to the nog growers of the North­ 
west. The lir*t letter was written by R. C. 
Judson, to Gen’l Mark D. Flower, president 
of the St. l'aul Union Stock Y'arils Com- 
.pany: 
____ 
Gen’l Mark L. Flower. 
D ea r S ir :—You are aware o f the great 
interest taken by myself in the hog and 
sheep rai-ing industry of Minnesota. 
Year* 
ago, I became convinced that diversified 
farming wa* necessary to the success ot 
husbandry in this state. The exclusive 
wheat grower year by year became poorer, 
until he was forced to diversify. My great 
hope for the farmer* of Minnesota has been 
in nog and sheep raising, and I have viewed 
with pleasure the growing ca-h market* 
here tor ali kinds of stock. 
However. I 
now hear more or less complaint of tlie 
j (rices secured this year for hogs, and fear 
the low' prices will tend to decrease the hog 
product of Minnesota next year. 
W hat explanation can you give for the 
unu-ual low prices at all of the leading 
markets of the country? Is my cherished 
hope in the utility of hog production as 
the one sure w inner for the farmer likely 
to he blasted? 
The following is Gen’l. Flower’s reply: 
“The tendency of the hog market ha* 
been generally downward during the pa-t 
four month*, aud the farmer* of Minnesota, 
like those of other state*, have been com- 
]>elled to either refu-e to sell or to accept 
uuremunerative 
prices. 
In November 
the hog market at Chicago, Kansas City 
and other leading market* were lower than 
at any time during the preceding twelve 
years. Considering the exceptionally high 
price of corn and other grain this would 
seem to he a strange circumstance, but it 
wa* due alone to the high price of grain 
that hogs became a drug in the markets! 
The farmers who had little or no grain 
could not afford to buy it for feeding pur- 
jM)*es, and those who had grain preferred to 
rush their immature hog* and shoats upon 
an overstacked and demoralized market at 
any price it would give, and convert their 
surplus grain into cash. 
“On the part of the farmers with one ac­ 
cord, there existed a mania to sell hogs at 
any price, to save feeding, and this intern jxr- 
ate desire to sell extended to brood sows 
and stock pig*, thus making it next to 
impossible to seasonably supply tlie mar­ 
kets next year. 
“ What will he the sequence to this “tale 
of woe”? Next year, with the same intem­ 
perate zeal and unanimity that ha* charac­ 
terized their action, this season a* to hogs, 
will impel them to rui*e grain and aban­ 
don hog production. 
The logical conclu­ 
sion is that grain will then be the drug in 
tlie market, and the few farmers who are 
wise enough not to abandon hog-raising 
will surelv be recompensed for their forp 
sight and judgm ent.”

Death Called Him. 
In this paper last week the an­ 
nouncement was made that J. E. Wil­ 
son was ill at his home of typhoid 
pneumonia, but at that time it was 
not expected that we should be called 
upon to chronicle his death in the 
next issue. 
He had been ill but a 
week, and died on Monday morning 
at 9 o’clock, surrounded by his sor­ 
rowing family. Mr. Wilson was of a 
genial and pleasant disposition and 
few men had a wider acquaintance or 
was better liked in this community 
than “Joe” Wilson, as he was familiar­ 
ly known to every one. 
He had just 
passed the 44th mile post of his life, 
and up to the time he took his bed 
had not known illness; but death 
spares none, and he was called. 
The 
deceased was born in Lehigh eoanty, 
Pennsylvania, where he passed his 
boyhood days, afterwards removing to 
Chicago, where, m 1863, he enlisted 
in the Union army and served until 
its close. 
After the close of the war 
he visited the w est but returned to 
his Chicago home where he was 
married in 1869, following office work 
in railroad circles at v ario u s places 
and holding 
responsible positions 
until January, 1885, when he resigned 
the position of chief clerk at the 
Northern Pacific shops in Brainerd to 
accept the position of county auditor 
of this county. 
From 1875 to 1885 he 
resided in Texas. 
After his term of 
office expired he held the responsible 
position of deputy treasurer and later 
on deputy auditor. 
He was an expert 
accountant, and the county never had 
a more efficient officer. 
He was a Ma­ 
son and had attained the 32nd degree, 
and also belonged to the order of 
Knights of Pythias. 
The funeral occurred on Wednes­ 
day afternoon from the Methodist 
church. Rev. Treglawny officiating, 
the Masonic Order. Knights of Py­ 
thias and Pap Thomas Post G. A. R., 
attending in a body. 
Mr. Wilson’s 
family, consisting of a wife and six 
children, have the sincere sympathy 
of the entire community in their sor­ 
row, the case being a peculiarly sad 
one as his eldest daughter lies in a 
very critical condition from the same 
disease which caused his death, and 
as yet the news of his death and burial 
has not been broken to her for fear of 
the result. 
Mr. Wilson’s mother arrived on 
Tuesday noon from Chicago to attend 
the funeral of her son. 


Taxation of Railroad Lauds, 
E ditors D ispatch:—Anent the pro­ 
position to tax the railroad lands in 
this state, we beg to submit that in 
our humble judgment, so far as 
some of these lands at least are 
concerned, it cannot be done. 
That 
these 
lands ought to be taxed, if 
it can be done, is conceded. 
But, 
if we understand the situation right­ 
ly, the state has, by its own acta, 
placed it bevond its power to do so. 
By Chapter 8. of the Special Laws of 
1865, which was “An act in relation to 
the taxation of lands granted to the 
Lake Superior & Mississippi Railroad 
Co.,” it is provided in substance that 
whenever any of the lands “heretofore 
or hereafter granted” to said company 
to aid in the construction of its road, 
shall be contracted to be sold, con­ 
veyed or leased by said company, the 
same shall be placed upon the tax 
lists for taxation els other real proper­ 
ty, but in enforcing a collection of the 
tax thereon the title or interest, of said 
company, or any trustee or mortgagee 
thereof, shall be in no wise impaired 
or effected by such taxation. 
The act 
also provides that said company after 
a specified number of miles of its 
roaa is completed and in operation, 
on or before the first day of March in 
each year, shall pay into the treasury 
of the state a certain per centum of 
the gross earnings of said railroads, 
“and the payment of such per centum 
annually, as aforesaid, shall be and is 
in full of all taxation and assessments 
whatever.” 
The act also creates a 
lien upon all property of said com­ 
pany for all such taxes and assess­ 
ments 
By Chapter 65, of the Special 
Laws of 1870, being “An act in rela­ 
tion to the taxation and facilitating 
the construction of the Northern Pa­ 
cific Railroad,” it is provided that the 
lands, franchises, property, stock and 
capital of the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company shall be liable to as­ 
sessment and taxation ut the same j tht 
rate and in the same manner and not 
otherwise, and shall be exempt from 
assessment and taxation to the same 
extent and upon the same terms and 
conditions as the lands, property and 
franchises of the Lake Superior & 
Mississippi Railroad Company, as is 
provided in and by the act above re- 
Iferred to and quoted, and further pro­ 
vides that the gross earnings on which 
the percentage is to be paid shall in­ 
clude only the gross earnings of that 
portion of the N. P. Railroad con­ 
structed and operated by said com­ 
pany within the state. 
Now, if these 
several acts are constitutional and are 
not an exemption from taxation, they 
are nothing more or less than a con­ 
tract between the state andthe-e rail­ 
road companies which the state cannot 
annul, but is bound by for all time. 
The supreme court of this state has 
held that these acts granting lands 
and providing for the payment of a 
tax upon the gross earnings in lieu of 
all other taxes upon granted lands, 
are constitutional, and that it is not an 
exemption from taxation but the col­ 
lection of the tax in the form of a 
commutation.

467, it is held 
that such commutation is not in con­ 
flict with sections one and two of 
article nine of the constitution. 
See 
also State vs. Railroad Company, 21 
Minn. 315, and City of St. Paul vs. 
Railread Company, 23 Minn. 469. 
In 
the SL Paul case the court hold that 
the constitutional amendment adopted 
in 1871 confirms and recognizes such 
legislation and settles beyond question 
its constitutionality. These and many 
other casee hold that by the accept­ 
ance of the act by the railroad com­ 
pany a contract is created between the 
state and the company, “and its 
annulment by the act of the state alone 
is impossible under the Federal Con­ 
stitution.” And in the case of Railroad 
Coripany vs. Parcher, 14 Minn. 224, 
the question of contract—the power 
of the state *o enter into it, its legality 
and its binding force—is fully dis­ 
cussed and sustained. 
That the act 
of 1870, intended to and does exempt 
the lands as well as other property of 
the railroad, in consideration of the 
payment of this gross earnings tax. is 
settled in the case of State vs. Rail­ 
road Company, 32 Minn. 294. 
It is 
also 
held 
that the constitutional 
amendment of 1871 confirms such 
legislation, which makes it, therefore, 
constitutional. 
The position then is 
simply this: The state, by act of its 
legislature, tenders the railroad com­ 
pany a contract, which the company 
duly accepts, and the court hold that 
such act is constitutional and forms a 
contract between the state and the 
company which the state cannot annul.
